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~GYPTIAN OCCUPATION.—We almost re- 

gret the inclination of England to discontinue 
occupation of Egypt. Her protectorate has been 
so full of blessing to the land, and the present pros- 
perity of the country is so great, that continued 
occupation would seem to be both justified and 
desirable. The Egyptians themselves would un- 
wisely vote if they voted for evacuation; but the 
pledge of England in the occupation was early 
evacuation, and European nations claim that 
England is not true to her own plighted word. 
She should be, and for her honor’s sake must be; 
and if Egyptian interests and the general interests 
of civilization are not to be jeopardized, then the 
evacuation should transpire as by pledge. It is 
said that all troops will be withdrawn within six 
months, and that England will depend upon her 
ironclads at Alexandria and her troops in Cyprus 
for support if emergencies should arise. It is 
safe to say that England will largely dictate 
the policy of Egypt for many years to come, 
and will be the virtual ruler of the land, even 
though occupation be fully abandoned. So may 
it prove for Egypt’s sake. 





“T= SOUDANESE COMMANDER.—Osman 

Digna, the commander of the Soudanese 
troops, has recently threatened the fort of Suakim. 
The outposts have been called in, and a gunboat 
has been telegraphed for. Osman is a blood- 
thirsty chief, and the special foe of the British. 
Eight years ago his body was identified, as was 
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supposed, as among the slain of a battle, and two 
years ago, again, at Abu Kleo, he was reported 


killed. But now he comes again to the front, 
seeking to induce certain tribes to revolt against 
Egypt. The result of his raid may be serious to 
Egypt, and it certainly will prolong the English 
occupation. The last result will be fortunate for 
the Egyptians, while European powers will now 
consent to the necessity of England’s continued 
stay. ‘she Sondanese should be conquered and a 
form of civilized government inaugurated. Egypt 
will have no permanent peace while this foe to 
the southward remains in power, and the Soudan- 
ese themselves will remain in social, moral, and 
civil degradation. Eight years ago England 
should have pushed on her conquest, and perhaps 
might have saved the life of her faithful and in- 
trepid Gordon by so doing. 





HE EYE HEAVENWARD.—We have so 

nearly made the conquest of this wo:ld that 
scientists are determined to know more about 
other worlds, even if they can not conquer them. 
Telescopes are means of discovery, and these are 
being gradually improved in power. By the 
Lick telescope an object the size of London can 
be descried on Mars, but by the new telescope 
projected for the Paris World’s Fair in 1900 an 
object five feet square can be seen on the moon. 
Were the moon-inhabited, an object as large as a 
locomotive might be seen on its surface and its 
motion detected. The Lick telescope aperture is 
thirty-six inches, while that of the telescope being 
made for the Chicago University is to be forty- 
five, and its refracting glass will be the finest in 
the world. Mr. Charles T. Yerkes, of Chicago, 
has made a gift of $500,000 for the glass, and it is 
to be completed and mounted for use in 1895. 
The glass disc for the Paris telescope is to be 
nine feet and ten inches in diameter, nineteen 
inches in thickness, and will weigh nine tons. 
Manifestly within the next decade surprising in- 
formation will come to us from other worlds, and 
wonderful gratification will come to the human 
mind. 


~NGLISH DOMINANCY.— Spain can not 
feel a large measure of pride in the Colum- 
bian quadra-centennial of 1892-3. She has, in- 
deed, the honor of discovery and early possession 
of the Continent, but her grasping hand has un- 
closed upon the last foot of continental territory. 
As late as A. D. 1800, she held all of South and 
Central America, all of Mexico, and large pos- 
sessions in North America; but she has by her 
misrule lost all her possessions. She does hold 
to Cuba yet, but Cuba feels that Spain is her 
curse, and entertains for her no love. Cuba 
would be free had she power to conquer, and ere 
long she will be free, either by purchase or con- 
quest. Spain derives no financial benefit from 
Cuba, and yet the island is one of the richest in 
resources of all lands. France has fared little 
better in America than has Spain. Once the 
vast dominion of Canada was her realm, and the 
extensive region embraced in the Louisiana Pur- 
chase, but to-day France has no foothold north of 
French Guyana, a region of 46,000 square miles, 
and so worthless that only 27,000 souls endure to 
live upon it. Within this century the French, 
Spanish, and Russians have all sold out their 





interests in the North American continent, and 
to-day every foot of the soil north of the Mexican 
line belongs to English-speaking people. 





NAVAL GIANT.—The Columbia, recent- 

ly launched, is one of the most important 
additions to our navy, and in some respects the 
most interesting vessel afloat. She will exceed 
all others in speed and in coal-carrying capacity. 
This vessel is a cruiser, armed with rapid-tire 
guns of most scientific pattern, and is designed to 
harass the enemy and to prey upon its commerce. 
She is to make a speed of twenty-two knots per 
hour, and at half speed can sail around the world 
in 109 days. But the wonderful thing is that she 
can coal in New York and make the tour of the 
world, returning to New York, without re-coaling. 
It is a matter for congratulation that on some 
lines this vessel of our navy is the superior of the 
vessels of all other navies. In the case of war 
she would do formidable service, and we are not 
of that number who believe that her existence in 
any way impairs the chances of peace. War 
between ourselves and any othe: nation is ren- 
dered improbable by our possession of such a 
formidable ship. We are glad for the improve- 
ment and growth of our navy, and shall hope to 
see it so formidable within the remaining years of 
this century that our defense will be possible 
against the combined attacks of all other nations. 
We plead for a navy in the interests of peace. 


OSPEL TRANSLATIONS.—The policy of 

the Protestant Church is to carry the Gos- 
pel into all languages and let that Gospel do 
largely its own preaching to the people. When 
the apostles left the world the Gospel existed in 
only two languages. Luther found the Gospel in 
twenty-three languages, but of these languages 
thirteen were dead. From Luther’s time until 
1804 the Bible had found its way into thirty-four 
other languages, making fifty-seven in all, but 
only nineteen of them were in printed form. 
From 1804 to 1890, eighty-six years, 342 transla- 
tions were made, 297 of which were extra-Euro- 
pean. From 1880 to 1890, the British Bible 
Society undertook alone fifty new translations, 
and in 1891 began nine others. Of the transia- 
tions made, seventy-five have been in African 
tongues, twenty-five in the tongues of ocean isles, 
146 in continental Asian tongues, forty-two in 
tongues of Oceanica, and forty-three in American 
tongues. Thus the extra-European continents 
show the Bible to be in 300 languages, not includ- 
ing either the dead languages or the nine under- 
taken since 1890. From 110 to 120 of the lan- 
guages contained neither literature nor letters 
until the missionaries formed the letters and 
carried the Scriptures into them. Adding to the 
above, the European languages and dialects, the 
Bible now has place, in whole or in part, in 324 
languages and sixty-two dialects, which represent 
about 1,000,000,000 of the world’s population. 
The more than 400,000,000 of people yet unreached 
with the Bible, represent some 2,700 different 
tongues, the most of them of very limited reach. 
The translations from the apostles to the Refor- 
mation averaged one in sixty-six years; from the 
Reformation to 1804, one for each thirty years; 
and from 1804 to 1890, four translations for each 
year. .

A SHORT SERMON. 
BY MUNSON. 

“Did I not see thee in the garden 
with him?” John18: 26. 

Man is inclined to be fickle-mind- 
ed; some, moreso than others. Some 
men are as “‘unstable as water.” "Tis 
sometimes the case that the man who 
professes the greatest amount of love 
for Jesus is the first to fall out by the 
way. They trusted in their own 
strength and the enemy pressed them 
harder than they could bear. This 
was the case with Peter. Jesus told 
the apostles plainly—after supper— 
that “they would all be offended be- 
cause of him that night.” “The 
Shepherd was to be smitten and the 
sheep would be scattered.” 

Peter was very bold and self-confi- 
dent, and said to Jesus, “Though all 
men shall be offended because of 
thee, yet will I never be offended.” 
Jesus knew Peter better than Peter 
knew himself, and he said to him, 
“Before the cock crows twice thou 
shalt deny me thrice.” Peter then said 
that “ke would die with him before 
he would deny him.” A little while 
after this Jesus took Peter and other 
apostles with him to the garden of 
Gethsemane. While Jesus was pray- 
ing Peter fell asleep. Jesus asked 
Peter “if he couldn’t watch with him 
one hour.” Jesus was there betray- 
ed by Judas, was arrested also, and 
was “led away to Caiaphas, the high 
priest, where the scribes and elders 
were assembled.” 

While the trial was going on Peter 
stood by the fire warming himself. 
He mixed in with the crowd of spec- 
tators to avoid being identified as a 
former disciple of Jesus. The peo- 
ple knew full well that he was trying 
to deceive them. A damsel asked 
Peter, “Art not thou also one of this 
man’s disciples?” ‘He saith, I am 
not.” Again he was asked the ques- 
tion, “Art not thou one of this man’s 
disciples ?” His answer was the same, 
“T am not.” There wasaman in the 
crowd who was related to Malchus, 
whose ear Peter had cut off. He 
looked Peter in the face and said, 
“Did I not see thee in the garden 
with him?” Peter again denied and 
cursed and swore. “The cock crew.” 
We may learn some valuable lessons 
from Peter’s conduct. 

I. Profession of love for Jesus is 
remembered by the world. Peter had 
been a disciple of Jesus, and the peo- 
ple knew it. He could deny his Lord 
but he couldn’t blot out his own his- 


tory. They saw him with Jesus in 
the garden. That fact he couldn’t 
deny. There are people all over this 
Christian country who once profess 
ed to be the friends and followers of 
Jesus. Now they mingle with the 
world and deny Jesus. They say by 
their practice, “We know not the 
man.” The world says tosuch, “We 
have heard you confess Christ; we 
have heard you pray in meeting; we 
were present at your baptism, and we 
saw you at the communion table.” 
The world is eagle-eyed and of good 
memory. The unconverted are al- 
ways saying of backsliders, We knew 
them when they professed to be zeal- 
ous Christians, and they can’t deny 
it. “Did Inot see thee with him in 
the garden ?” 

IT. An unstable man is weak at the 
best. The strongest man is weak in 
his own strength. Peter was a very 
bold, daring man. At times he con- 
sidered himself equal to any emer- 
gency. When he saw Jesus walking 
on the water he wanted to walk on 
the water. He said to Jesus, “Bid 
me come to thee on the water,” and 
Jesus said, “Come.” When Peter 
“saw the wind boisterous he began 
to sink.” He cried for help, and 
Jesus saved him. What was true of 
Peter is true of us all—that we are 
weak in our own strength ; “weaker 
than a bruised reed.” Peter was an 
unhappy man till he received the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost. All 
backsliders are unhappy. They are 
unstable and weak, and they can’t 
hide from those who knew them 
when they openly professed to love 
Jesus. They are miserable in the 
world, and are not willing to come 
back to Jesus. Reader, is that your 
case? Here the backslider'is between 
two scorching fires. The world wants 
them to make sport of. They did 
“run well for a season,” but they fell 
of their own weakness. They had no 
“faith in God.” The man “who 
thinketh he standeth must take heed 
lest he fall.” 

IIT. Those who practically deny 
Jesus have a bad influence on the 
world. Peter’s denial had a bad in- 
fluence on the people with whom he 
associated. So at the present day. 
The world says, “If religion is of 
any value why do men abandon it?” 
I want to say to backsliders, If you 
want any happiness in this world, or 
the world to come, you must renounce 
your sins and come back to Jesus, 
as Peter did, and receive the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost. Youcan do 
it; now, will you do it?

MARTIN LUTHER. 

The foundation truths and doc- 
trines of Martin Luther, which have 
exercised so great and direct an in- 
fluence upon civilization, can truly 
be said to be the basis of our Ameri- 
can Republic. 

In the records of the past no name 
is found which can be compared to 
Luther’s as a religious reformer, and 
as the leader of the Reformation his 
life is worthy of consideration and 
honor, for it was through him that 








the people obtained their political, 
civil, and religious liberty, and it was 
through his endeavors that we enjoy 
liberty of conscience, freedom of ed- 
ucation, an open Bible, and results of 
the progress of civilization. It was 
he who saved Germany from the ty- 
rannical rule of that Pope who en- 
couraged vice, illiteracy, and immor- 
ality, and gave in its place free uttér- 
ance, unrestricted reflections and 
ideas, and unpolluted and pure mor- 
als. He endeavored to wrest Ger- 
many from the impious and cruel op- 
pression of Pope Leo, and renovate 
her heart by means of the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ. 

Luther was born of humble par- 
ents, his father being but a poor 
miner, yet Rome with all her popes 
and power trembled before him, for 
he shook the world to its very foun- 
dation. 

As a student he showed remarka- 
ble talent, graduating at Erfert Col- 
lege with distinguished honors, his 
moral conduct during all this time 
being of the most upright and just 
character. His father intended that 
he should follow the profession of 
law, but the sudden death ofa friend 
and his own narrow escape from 
death by lightning and a severe ill- 
ness, excited his religious feelings, 
and he resolved vpon the life of a 
monk, although in direct opposition 
to the wishes of his father, who 
knowing, it is said, what the holy 
men were like, had no desire to have 
a son of his amongthem. But Luther 
was not long in finding by test and 
observation the fruitlessness of mon- 
astic life. History says: “He suffer- 
ed much from the coarseness of his 
brethren, who felt his exercise of 
study and meditation to be a reproach 
upon their habits of gossip and men- 
dicancy.” 

About this time Luther began a 
careful examination of an old Hebrew 
Bible, which he found in the library 
at the monastery, and which taught 
him of other things than feasts, pen- 
ances, and masses. It was here that 
he learned that the grace of God and 
not money paid the priest for the 
transferring of souls from purgatory, 
saves the souls of men. It was here 
that he learned that the Church of 
God is built upon Christ and not 
upon Peter, who must indeed have 
been a feeble foundation. Christ 
said to Peter, “Get ye behind me, 
Satan, for thou art an offense unto 
me, for thou savorest not the things 
which be of God, but those which be 
of men.” Therefore, if Peter is the 
corner-stone of the Roman Catholic 
church, what must it be built upon? 
If God could have chosen on whom 
to build his church, would he have 
rejected his own Son and conferred 
the honor upon Peter? Luther’s 
Bible taught him that “other founda- 
tion can no man lay than that 
is laid, which is Jesus Christ.” 

The next we see of Luther is on 
his journey to Rome, full of rejoicing 
and in the hope of viewing that im- 
perial city, the burial place of saints 


and martyrs. 





At the Milan Convent he is cor- 
dially received, but here he sees no 
personal liberty, no religious prog- 
ress or development, nothing but de- 
filement, pollution, and ungodliness, 
and upon touching upon their loose 
morals he was requested to move on. 

We find him again outside the lim- 
its of the city walls. But here, 0 
Martin Luther, you must ever re- 
main, if in all your simplicity you 
still cling to Catholicism. For Rome 
is the dwelling of priests, clothed 
not in holiness, but rather in unholi- 
ness and vice, and reciting a religion 
you have turned to blasphemy. 

The text, “The just shall live by 
faith,” brought to the great man’s 
soul, by the spirit of God, while he 
upon hands and knees was devoutly 
ascending the steps of the scala santa, 
was the seed of the glorious Ref- 
ormation. 

These words were ever ringing in 
his ears, for here he beheld no walk- 
ing by faith, no genuine piety, for 
Pope Leo X. had boasted that with 
his left hand he drew souls out of 
purgatory and with his right com- 
manded the angels of heaven. Had 
the Pope been weighed in the bal- 
ance would he not have been found 
sadly wanting? “The covetousness 
of the Pope,” says Luther, “exceed- 
ed all others, for the devil made the 
choice of Rome as his peculiar habi- 
tation.” 

The Council of Trent decided that 
laymen should receive the doctrines 
which the church dictated without 
disputing or reasoning, and that they 
had nothing to do but hear and sub- 
mit. The reading of God’s Word 
was forbidden to thecommon people; 
the council declared the books of 
the apocrypha to be a part of the 
Word of God, placed tradition on an 
equality with the Scriptures, and 
enacted penal laws against the liberty 
of the press, declaring in as much 
it is manifest by experience, that if 
the Holy Bible be indiscriminately 
allowed to every one, that the temer 
ity of men will cause more evil than 


good.” * 
Luther rejected many doctrines of 


the church which had their origin 
notin the Word of God, and there 
fore believed in the open Bible, 
which says, “Search the Scriptures,’ 
while Rome says, “You must haves 
written permit.” Luther held the 
Scripture, which is the inspired 
word, to be the only rule of faith, 
and recognized in the following doe 
trines of the Roman church the need 
of reform—invocation of saints, re 
ligious worship of images, penance, 
indulgences, purgatory, worship of 
relics, public worship in an unknown 
tongue, the merit of good works, 
transubstantiation, the sacrifice of 
the mass, the supremacy of the Pope, 
the infallibility of the church, and 
the principle of blind obedience # 
the desires of councils. 

But the final action which caused 
Luther to throw off the Roman yoke 
of bondage was the indulgences i 
sued by Leo X. for the promotion of 
the building of Saint Peter.

Japanese First Impressions. 
BY A. D. WOODWORTH. 

It is said that the time to write up 
an event is when the impression is first 
made, for soon the novelty wears off 
and you wonder that such common- 
place things ever did have a passing 
attraction for you. 

After seventeen days of ship life, its 
comforts and discomforts (especially 
its discomforts), the pleasure of seeing 
land again can be fully realized only 
by those who have tossed by day and 
by night, your bed rolling you from 
side to side when you try to sleep, 
your feet uncertain on a heaving deck, 
and your stomach most uncertain of 
all. Gladly we hailed the green hills 
of Japan, straining our eyes to catch 
the first outlines of her shores in 
morning mists, standing on the deck 
all the forenoon and wearing ourselves 
out to see everything seeable. We 
come at noon into the harbor of Yoko- 
hama, and we see the harbor alive with 
boats. I counted forty boats about the 
ship, and more coming. Every one 
eager for passengers, and all crowding 
for the best place at the ship, jostling 
one another, shouting and gesticulat- 
ing at one another, trying to scale the 
sides of the vessel, and being uncere- 
moniously hustled off again when they 
did get on board. To see the maneuv- 
ers of that noisy throng would require 
a hundred kodak views. 

And the boatmen! We had heard 
before that the Japanese were not so 
particular about dress as the people of 
the West, but we hardly expected to 
see so little regard for clothes. The 
kimous of the native seems to be in- 
tended especially to protect the back. 
The legs of most of them were bare, 
the arms and shoulders of others; and 
some—well, they didn’t have any 
clothes. In America some of these 
people would be marched off by the 
police on the charge of indecency. 
Not so in the Orient. Not many years 
ago, when the influence of the West 
had not been felt in Japan, men and 
women used to make use of the public 





baths together, and, though stark 
naked, they seemed to have no sense 
of immodesty. Japan has recovered 
from that, but the disregard of expos- 
ure of the body still lingers. 


And Japanese shoes! The Japanese 


shoe may consist of braided straw just | quested 


large enough to cover the sole of the 
foot, held in its place by two strings, 
one on each side of the foot, and the 
two passing over the foot and uniting 
where they pass between the great toe 
and its next mate; or, with the same 
kind of fastening, the shoe consists of 
a block of wood made to cover the sole 
of the foot, and, if a solid block of 
wood is too heavy, athin piece of wood 
will do, raised from the ground by two 
thin pieces of wood fastened crosswise 
underneath. Well, the natives know 
how to walk on them, and I know as 
much about it as I do of the chatter of 
the natives. All things come by time 
and practice. 


And the jinriksha! A hand-cart, 
whole weight about fifty or seventy- 
five pounds, seating one or two per- 
sons, a cover like that of a buggy, but 
how dainty! And when the man lets 
down the shafts to admit your august 
presence you step in, of course. How 
could one do otherwise? And your 
august presence is whirled through 
the city by a trotting man. There is 
no shuffling about his gait. He springs 
along gracefully, easily, gives you a 
rather exhilarating feeling for the 
first time, but you have to walk up hill. 


And the bowing! They bow and 
bowagain. Theirspinal columnsseem 
set with springs; the head moves up 
and down, and down lower, until you 
can see only the top of the head 
of your visitor. He does venture to 
lift it again and venture to almost look 
at you, but his head goes down, down 
again. Such politeness it has never 
before been my privilege to witness in 
its native element. And to see the 
Japanese bowing to one another! They 
are said to be the politest people in 
the world, and, verily, I believe it. 

And Yokohama has lovely streets, 
some of them wide and spacious, most 
of them. narrow, but at this season of 
the year all of them in fine condition. 
The houses are small, usually of a 
single story, crowded together, built 
out on the streets, and having little 
room for yards. The streets of the 
city are filled with men and women 
and frolicking children. There is sel- 
dom a sidewalk to be seen in Japan, 
and pedestrians take the middle of the 
street. If the streets are muddy, the 
stilted rutsu, or native shoes, come 
into use. 

Bro. Staniland, our Yokohama agent, 
helps us through the custom house. 
All our trunks are opened for inspec- 
tion, and all pass the examination 
nicely except the one containing the 
sewing machine. This sewing machine 
seemed to be quite a discovery to the 
official making it, and he marched off 
to display his prize as proudly as a 
small boy with his first pair of boots. 
We waited with considerable suspense 
for the officials to finish their formali- 
ties, but our suspense was considerably 
relieved when we found that Japan 
protected herself from foreign-made 
sewing machines by a duty of twenty- 
five cents apiece! Seriously, now, we 
are in Japan.

“TENDS TO POVERTY.” 

What I am about to relate I have 
from one of our D. Ds. as a fact in 
the place where he was residing : 

A certain familv, “well to do,” 
having a gool house and well fur- 
nished, came to the conclusion that 
the best room was too good to be 
used, and they shut it up. After a 
while a like conclusion was reached 
relative to the second best, and, as a 
matter of economy, it was closed. 
Fhus little by little the family shut 
itself out of the house; all died in 
the coal-house. 

Whatever the facts may be, and 1 
receive the statement, the moral of it 
is seen in quite too many places. 

Man is so constituted that his 
words affect him for better or for 
worse as he uses them. He talks 
himself sick and old, and soon he 
begins to show fruits of his words. 
This is specially true of us as we 
speak of hard times, of the scarcity 
of money, and in more ways than we 
can state it now. 

We carry this into our religious 
life. If we begin to do less, our 
means remaining ample, we soon find 
ourselves absent from the church on 
collection days; or if by mistake we 
are present, we throw in less or 
nothing for some public good. 

We want less Sabbath-day dun- 
ning, and more prayers and praise, if 
somebody else furnishes the books 
and music. We do not wish to hear 
so much said on education, missions, 
Sabbath-school libraries, young men 
for the ministry. And so we shut 
the doors of our souls, one after an- 
other, till we die in the smut and 
chilliness of our soul coal-houses. 

Of course we do not like our min- 
ister much, because he preaches so 
often for various social things, and 


so little of the blessed Gospel. We| 


do not like our papers much; well 
we know there is nothing in them, 
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because they are ours, and we, of/and good. The prayers of those 


course, do not read them, if we have, 
for a wonder, been beguiled by some 
shrewd friend to subscribe for them. 

Whether ministers or people, by 
keeping ourselves on the repining 
side against fruitful themes for the 
soul, we shut ourselves up and die 
in the place where our coal should 
be to warm us by being put in ignit- 
ing condition. 

Let us all get out of the cold and 
damp of our coal-houses, swing wide 
open our soul-doors and open our 
windows toward heaven, letting in 
fresh air and gospel light, that we 
may see to the ends of the earth—see 
what a praying Gospel is doing for 
the salvation of men and the glory of 
God. Let us throw open our best 
rooms and live in them; and one good 
way to move into our best rooms 
and sing aloud for joy, is to put our 
treasures where they will do good. 
Our prayers go out for the world as 
we send out our means; treasures 
and heart go together. How many 
are seeing so much goodness in Ja- 
pan—see such rich fields and golden 
harvests! But, oh, how dark to 
some of us who have no money there ! 
Our souls, our minds, our hearts 
grow as we send our means “‘to lands 
benighted,” and our old age will be 
sweeter and richer in our memories 
and purposes. Come, ye, let us all 
move into our best rooms.

She is 
an earnest speaker, simple in man- 
ner, but I think none could fail to 
know that she is “‘to the manor born.” 
Her speaking countenance expressed 
annoyance while Mrs. Carse was ex- 
tolling her virtues and Miss Willard 
was relating some incidents in her 
home-life. I will give the HerAup 
readers two of these in Miss Willard’s 
own words: 

“When I was staying with the 
Lady in her London home I was 
waited upon by a tall, lank, ungainly 
man with crippled hands. He was 
always ready to do errands for me, 
and I kept him pretty busy. I won- 
dered, though; why such a man was 
around in such a home; how did 
Lady S. come to have such a man; 
and as a reward for my persistence 
and determination, I got the follow- 
ing incident: Lady Sommerset was 
walking through a well-known pic- 
ture gallery in London, when she 
saw a man and woman who seemed 
to be in trouble, and both had band- 
aged hands.

Thus she embraces opportuni- 
ties to do good, spending time and 
money in helping others. Her at- 
torney (who I am sorry to say attends 
the races) very frequently remon- 
strated with the Lady for doing so 
much for charitable objects. She 
replied with all kindness, but with 
that quick wit for which she is 
noted, ‘It is but a difference in 
taste, for you spend your money on 
the races and t spend mine on the 
race.”

A petition for aid comes from the 
Christian church at Wellston, Jackson 
County, by the hand of its pastor, Rev. 
J. H. Spence. It is proposed to build 
a house of worship to cost $3,000, and 
the Association is asked to assist in 
the enterprise to the extent of $500. 

Your committee note with pleasure 
this worthy enterprise, but regret that 
the funds at command are insufficient 
to afford any immediate aid. The 
enterprise is commendable and com- 
mended to the attention of the secre- 
tary of missions. Your committee 
recommend that hereafter all petitions 
and memorials to this body whose 
object is to secure aid from its treas- 
ury, shall come through the secretary 
of missions, as directed by the consti- 
tution, and such memorials and peti- 
tions shall be in the hand of the secre- 
tary sixty days prior to the annual 
meeting. 

The petitions from Sedan and New- 
ark coming in so late, your committee 
are not prepared to recommend in 
their cases, and submit the same to 
the consideration of the Association. 

The Association voted fifty dollars to 
the Sedan church and referred the pe- 
tition from Newark to the Mission De- 
partment. 

The Committee on Relief, after con- 
sidering the report of the department 
secretary, Rev. G. B. Garner, reported 
it correct, and recommend that the 
amount appropriated be divided 
equally between Mrs. A. W. Coan, 
Mrs. Nancy Redding, and Mrs. Matilda 
Hillyer, and Bros. W. W. McClain, W. 
W. Brunton, and B. F. Rapp. 

The Committee on Publications sub- 
mitted a report recommending the 
HERALD OF GOSPEL LIBERTY and the 
Sunday-school literature. Report 
adopted. 

Rev. Byron R. Long was appointed 
secretary pro tem of the Sunday-school 
department, and submitted a report 
covering the items connected with the 
department of Sunday-schools. The 
report was adopted. 

Rev. D. A. Long, secretary of educa- 
tion, submitted the report for the de- 


partment of education. The report 
was adopted, and is as follows: 


Article II., Section 5 of our constitu- 
tion and by-laws gives us to understand 
that the educational department may 
include any kind of work consistent 
with the purpose to establish and build 
up such interests. 

Article IV., Section 9 reads thus, “‘It 
shall be the duty of the secretary of 
the educational department to act in 
conjunction with similar departments 
of other associations for the promotion 
of our educational interests, and to do 
such work for the cause as the Associa- 
tion may direct.” 

The Ohio State Christian Association 
has one college within its bounds 
whose faculty is chosen by members 
of the Christian Ohurch. Antioch 
College for ten yéars has been, for all 
practical purposes of education, under 
the management of the Christian Edu- 
cational Society. There is no valid 
reason why it may not be continued so 
for all time, if we go on with our eda- 
cational work. Every year a number 
of young men and women enter Anti- 
och College who expect to give their 
lives to the work of the Gospel minis- 
try. By the charter of the college, no 
theological school can be carried on in 
the college. The time has come when 
we should have a Christian theologi- 
cal seminary at some central point 
within the bounds of the Ohio State 
Christian Association—one that shall 
be the property of the Association; 
one that is near enough to Antioch 
College for all of our biblical students 
to avail themselves of the advantages 
of both institutions at the same time 
when they desire todoso. While it 
may be the property of the Ohio State 
Christian Association, it should be so 
arranged that it could, if thought best, 
hereafter become the property of the 
American Christian Convention of the 
Uniied States and Canada. The loca- 
tion is central and healthful. The 
opportunities are better than any to 
be found in the state among our peo- 

le. If this Association could be made 

realize the importance of giving all 
of our children a Christian education, 
of all those who think of entering the 
Gospel ministry, I think we would, be- 
fore we go home, resolve to establish 
the Christian Theological Seminary at 
Yellow Springs. This would at once 
arouse the enthusiasm of all our peo- 
ple in Ohio, and of thousands beyond 
the state. I therefore offer the follow- 
ing resolutions: 

Resolved, 1. That we make an effort 
to purchase the Yellow — Hotel 
at Yellow Springs, Ohio, for the pur- 
_ of establishing an institute to be 

nown as the Christian Theological 
Seminary. 

2. That the Ohio State Christian 
Association appoint a committee to 
examine the property, see on what 
terms it can be purchased, draw up 
rules and regulations for the complete 
inauguration of the work, and, as soon 
as possible, notify the Executive Board 
of the Association, in order that an 
extraordinary session of the Associa- 
tion may be called to meet at the Yel- 
low Sprin Hotel, Yellow Springs, 
Ohio, for the purpose of taking final 
action in regard to the matter. 

3. That these resolutions be made 
the special order for ten o’clock A. M 
to-morrow. 


Rev. S. S. Newhouse, secretary of 
missions, submitted the following re- 
port, which was adopted: 


The duty of the secretary of missions 
as defined in Section 5 of Article 4 of 
the constitution is, ‘‘that he shall have 
the general supervision of missionary 
interests, to inquire into the wants of 
places and churches, asking for or 
needing assistance in missionary work 
and to communicate the result of his 
inquiries annually to the Association.” 
No communication asking missionary 
aid from the Association has come to 
the hand of the secretary from any 

lace or church, and none, to his 
Enowledge, is in need of such aid ex- 
cept the mission church of Piqua, of 
which he has the honor to be pastor. 
This church more than ever will need 
the most generous aid possible from 
the Association to extend the ensuing 
year. A building lot, most favorably 
situated on the corner of Broadway 
and Green streets, seventy-five by one 
hundred and seventy-five feet in size, 
costing $3,000, has been D arma es 
Twenty-eight hundred do of the 
purchase money has been raised and 
paid by the exclusive efforts of the 


church, and the balance is provided 
for. This the church has done besides 
raising annually about eight hundred 
dollars toward the current expenses 
over and above all missionary aid We 
now feel that it is imperative that we 
should build a ‘“‘house to the Lord” 
next year. The embarrassment to the 
society in worshiping in a rented build- 
ing in acity of twelve thousand can 
be readily conceived. and need not be 
stated. Thanking the Association for 
its timely appropriations of one hun- 
dred dollars each of the past two 
years, the church does respectfully 
and,urgently request the aid of the 
Association the ensuing year to the 
amount of two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars, if possible. Your secretary would 
advise the exercise of the greatest 
prudence in the appropriations to be 
made of the limited fund annually ac- 
cumulating for such purposes. Church- 
es with houses of worship, unless by 
reason of debt in rare cases, it would 
seem should be able to take care of 
themselves without drawing upon the 
little fund so much needed for the 
more important missionary points. 
We would further recommend for 
adoption as a “by-law”’ of the Associa- 
tion, that no church shall receive mis- 
sionary aid from its treasury that does 
not take regularly all the collections 
required by the American Christian 
Convention, and that a failure to take 
any one of all these collections shall 
bar any church from such privileges 
after the present meeting of 1592. 
Your secretary notes with pleasure, as 
a matter of information and congratu- 
lation, that the last twenty years (the 
records affording no earlier informa- 
tion) the Association has afforded mis- 
sionary aid, to the amount of $5,142, to 
the following churches of our state, 
fourteenin number: Westboro, Belle- 
fontaine, West Liberty, Springfield, 
Richwood, West Dayton, Danville, 
Berlin, Greenville, West Manchester 
Pricetown, Sedan, Five Points, and 
Piqua. Besides this, the appropria- 
tions of the Association have been for 


this period:

—There are over 2,000 Chinese 
Christians on the Pacific Coast, 
seventy having been converted dur- 
ing the past year. 

—The first white girl born within 
the limits of Chicago died a few 
weeks ago. Now nearly 1,500,000 per- 
sons abide within those limits. 

—The Erie (Pa.) Conference 
wishes to employ an evangelist at a 
salary of $700 a year. Write at once 
to Rev. B. Mason, Springboro, Pa. 


—Mr. Gladstone’s cabinet consists 
of seventeen members. Of these, 
all but one are or have been church- 
members. This speaks well for the 
English government. 


—By the census report it appears 
that the women of the United States 
number 30,554,370 and the men 32,- 
067,880. For each 100,000 males there 
are 95,280 females. Immigration is 
partially responsible for this. 

—The American Bible Society is- 
sued from the Bible House, New York 
City, in September, 63,354 volumes 
of the Scriptures, and in October 
72,535 volumes, and since April 1, 
1892, 494,693 volumes have been is- 
sued. 

—Representatives were at the late 
session of W. C. T. U. at Denver 
from forty-two states and five terri- 
tories, beside the District of Colum- 
bia. Of the fifty divisions of our area, 
all were represented therefore but 
two. Temperance is at the front. 


-—The women of the W, 0. T, U. 


are many of them excellent speakers 
and preachers withal. At their late 
meeting at Denver thirty-six pulpits 
were occupied on Sunday by their 
workers. It was woman’s day in Den- 
ver, and they improved it well. 

—Miss Willard was re-elected 
president of the W. C. T. U. for the 
fourteenth term by a vote of three 
hundred and thirty-three to five. 
Great honor has come to this gifted 
woman, and her moral influence, be- 
yond question, exceeds that of any 
living woman, or that of any woman 
that ever lived. 


—The petition of the W. C. T. U. 
to the rulers of earth, praying for 
legislation against intemperance, has 
had 1,112,735 signers, while, count- 
ing also the public assemblies that 
have voted the petition, names 
enough have been received to make 
a single column nearly twelve miles 
long. 

—Four distinct canvasses have 
been made of the saloon sentiment of 
Chicago, regarding the open Sunday 
gates, and without an exception they 
favored open gates. A distinguished 
Senator declared in open Senate that 
the saloon-keepers of Chicago were 
opposed to open Sunday gates. Satan 
is true to himself as usual. - 


—The Missouri brethren should 
note the commendation of Brethren 
Thomas and Boyce given by Bro. De- 
weese in this issue. Call the breth- 
ren, and remember them aftera godly, 
which means a generous, sort. We 
need evangelistic services in all our 
churches, By this means Christ built 
his early church. His methods have 
never changed. 


—As a proof that Catholic pa- 
rochial schools are the best, a Catho- 
lic paper on our table asserts that 
all the great presidents from the time 
of Washington have been educated 
in religious schools. The statement 
is not true, and surely no president 
was educated in a parochial school. 
The worth of these schools is seen b; 
contrasting the illiteracy of Spain, 
Italy, Mexico, and the Central and 
South American States with our own 
Land. How the Catholics do hate our 
school system! And how surely they 
will crush it out if they get the 
chance! 

—“As a body, do the Christians 
teach that sprinkling water on the 
candidate is baptism ?” 

The Christians take the Bible for 
their rule of faith and practice, and 
allow their members to interpret the 
Bible for themselves. If a member 
of the Christians sees sprinkling in 
Bible light to be baptism, no one has 
a right to hinder his baptism in that 
form ; or if a minister of the Chris- 
tians sees the Bible to teach that 
form, no one has a right te interpose 
objections to his practicing that form. 
A few of our ministers North bap- 
tize in either way, while perhaps all 
of our ministers South do. The 
Christians give liberty in thought, be- 
lief, and action, where true to their 
own platform. 


—Briggs and Smith, two prom- 


nent ministers of the Presbyterian 
church, are on trial for heresy. 
When men know that they are notin 
sympathy with the creed of their 
churches they should step down and 
out. He that remains with a church 
whose creed he does not believe, 
makes a false profession before the 
world. Heresy trials would be less 
frequent if the men tried were hon- 
est in their denominational profes- 
sions. Neither Smith nor Briggs be- 
lieves the creed which he declares to 
the world by his denominational 
relationship he does believe. We 
pass no judgment on the doctrines 
taught by the men on trial. We 
simply say, Let them stand aside like 
men, if they no longer believe the 
teachings of their creeds. 





THE REVIVAL SERVICE AND 
ITS FRUITS. 

The revival season approaches 
apace. Nearly all churches have 
been born of revivals, and very few 
can maintain themselves without such 
services. The experience of most 
pastors is that very few persons are 
converted outside of revival meet- 
ings. In our personal ministry we 
have witnessed perhaps 1,000 conver- 
sions, and we believe that less than 
twoscore of all have been outside of 
protracted efforts. 

The revival is the natural result 
of earnest, Gospel preaching by pas- 
tor and people. The sermon proba- 
bly has no more effectiveness in it 
than the simple testimony of the 
member, and the chances are that 
quite as many souls are brought to 
Jesus by such simple methods as 
Andrew and Philip used, as by any 
other means. The sermon may move 
the church, and here and there win 
the sinner, but the great multitude 
of sinners are won by the personal 
and pathetic appeals of the mem- 
bers. 

The early Church had its great 
and enthusiastic revivals, and while 
the Church remembers Pentecost it 
should not, as it can not, ignore this 
kind of work. The revival at Jeru- 
salem was followed by a wonderful 
awakening at Samaria, the two An- 
tiochs, and in many other cities in 
the apostolic times. Since then every 
Christian city on the earth has had 
its visitations of the Spirit, its Pen- 
tecostal showers, and witnessed the 
transformation of souls therein. 

Nor is the revival in any necessary 
sense the fruit of superstitious no- 
tions and feelings. No age has been 
more intelligent than our own, while 
revival fires have never been so com- 
mon as now, since the apostles laid 
down their lives in death. The age 
is increasing in intelligence, but this 
growth of knowledge does not mili- 
tate against the Spirit’s wonderful 
power in revivals. And the revival 
is quite as common in connection 
with our collegiate institutions, 
where wisdom is supposed to center, 
as in other communities. 

But in whatever atmosphere the 
revival may be,

ment can be imagined than the 
transformation of the soul by 
the power of the Holy Ghost, and 
the church and the minister can 
work for no result grander than this. 
Indeed, this is the very result con- 
templated by the Gospel. It is to en- 


lighten and save the man from his 
sins. ‘I'o enlighten is not enough: 
This is only the beginning of the 


magnificent work projected by the 
Spirit and him who sent the Spirit. 
Deliverance from sin is the possible 


condition, and this is effected by 


divine means—the blood cleanses— 
the Spirit applies the blood. 

No patient in his sickness, if wise, 
trusts to his own wisdom for recov- 
ery. He looks to, and leans on, his 
physician. He must have the help 
of a man qualified for the work to 
bring himself back into health and 
strength. And if physical recovery 
may be had only by skillful aid, why 


should we suppose that spiritual re- 


covery may be had without divine 
aid? The soul is infinitely more 
than the body, and only the great 
Physician can know its nature -or 
understand its treatment. The dis- 
ease of the soul is past the cure of 
No remedy known to science 
will eradicate the stain of sin from 
the heart and give back health to the 
spirit. 

Jesus could lift the paralytic out of 
his incurable disease by the motion 
of a moment. In like manner he 


can deliver the soul from its leprosy. 


The leprosy of sin is just as real as 
the leprosy of disease. If the one 
can be overcome in a moment and by 


a word, why may not theother? In- 


stantaneous relief is the possibility, 
both for body and for soul, where 
Jesus is. 

And why object to the enthusiastic 


joy that comes to the redeemed man, 


when the breaking of his moral 
shackles is just as real to him as the 
breaking of the shackles of dire dis- 
ease would be to the leper or the 
paralytic? Could the leper be ex- 
pected to repress his joy? Would not 
his gratitude overflow in enthusiastic 
words? And who would suppress the 
expression of his feelings? Or would 
the expression prove him a supersti- 
tious enthusiast ? Most certainly not. 
He would be a man wholly unnatural 
if he received such an overwhelming 
blessing with stolid indifference. 

To the man morally delivered there 
is far more than the thrill of health 
for the body. There is a sense of de- 
liverance ‘that is overwhelmingly 
sweet. There is a consciousness of 
acceptance, too, that floods the soul 
with gratitude, and there is an in- 
dwelling of the Spirit that brings 
peace like a river and a joy that is 
unspeakable. A man under such 
transforming influences can not re- 
strain himself. Easier would it be for 
Vesuvius to keep back from its 
crater-mouth the heaving, belching 
fires within or the ocean to arrest the 
mountain waves that dash forward, 
impelled by the storm. The deliver- 
ed soul must speak; the redeemed 
spirit act; it can not repress the new 
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weary. To him that Word was an 
ever-present and all-sufficient guide. 
If he sought the pattern for an apos- 
tolic church and its worship and or- 
dinances, he found it there. If he 
desired to know what to preach, and 
how to preach, he went there for in- 
struction; if he sought wisdom to 
deal with souls in crises of history, he 
resorted to that fountain; if he need- 
ed medicine for sinners or saints, here 
was his pharmacy with every divine 
drug labeled with full directions. 
And how far he drew from this Book 
will be seen when it is borne in mind 
that around this one Book all the 
activities of his life clustered. 
Those two thousand sermons were 
all based on the Word of God; those 
twenty-seven volumes of “Sword and 
Trowel” are filled with suggestions 
from the Scripture or experiences of 
grace. The hundred books and book- 
lets that he wrote—what are they? 
Expository, experimental, historical, 
biographical, proverbial, exegetical, 
the inspiration of them all is in the 


Word. He founded these institutions 
on the promises of that Word, or 
they had never been at all. From 
first to last the Bible was the rock 
on which he rested; hence his holy 
indignation at the reckless “higher 
criticism” that would disintegrate 
that rock and leave no firm standing- 
place for one’s feet !— Dr. Pearson.

WHAT ORGAN FIRST RELAP- 
SES? 

It is said by scientists to be a fact 
that all our senses do not slumber 
simultaneously, but that they fall 
into a happy state of insensibility one 
after another.

TOPIC—Work among the Gentiles. 
Acts 14: 8-22. 


Golden Text—“In his name shall the 
Gentiles trust.”” Matt. 12: 21. 

The rapid and radical changes in the 
apostles’ experience is something to be 
wondered at. They are first received 
with open arms at Antioch, and then 
rudely driven from the city. At 
Iconium a royal welcome is theirs, 
which terminates in a bitter persecu- 
tion. Hastening over to Lystra, they 
are given the homage of the gods, 
only in a little while to suffer the se- 
vere stoning of an enraged and igno- 
rant mob. Itis only astep from the 
worship of the world to its bitter 
hatred. To-day they snatch palm 
branches and wave them in the air, 
crying, ‘‘Hosanna to him that cometh 
in the name of the Lord,” and to-mor- 
row they cry, ‘“OCrucify him, crucify 
him.” To-day the Lystrians would 
put a crown upon Paul’s brow and 
offer him the garland-decked sacrifices. 
To-morrow they rain upon him a 
shower of stones, and, dragging his 
bleeding and quivering form through 
the streets, cast it without the wall. 
Such is the world’s instability, while 
the apostles continue steadfast and 


persistently pursue their course. 
I. THE MIRACLE. 


At Lystra a poor, helpless cripple 
satin the midst of the throng to re- 
ceive such charities as the people 
would give him. He attracts the 
attention of the apostles, who com- 
manded him to stand up, which he 
immediately did. Thus God confirms 
the claims of the apostles by a miracu- 
lous healing of a life-long cripple. In 
the infancy of Christianity the miracu- 
lous entered very deeply into all its 
manifestations. This was absolutely 
necessary, for all men believed that 
their divinities granted power to work 
miracles. Beecher says, “In the be- 
ginning of the world, before men’s 
moral sense became developed, they 
were indispensable; but when they 
become capable of appreciating moral 
evidence, they cease, as the nurse is 
dispensed with when the child has 
grown old enough to take care of him- 
self. Miracles are like candles lit up 
until the sun rises, and then blown out. 
In our time they are like candles in 


the street at midday. We no more 
need them than a well man needs a 
staff, or than a grown-up child needs 
a walking-stool.’”? This miracle was: 
1. A fall-grown man. 2. One lame 
from birth. 3. The means—on his part, 
faith; on the apostile’s part, divine 
power. 4. The evidence of its gen- 
uineness—he leaped and walked, and 
the people saw it and were convinced. 


Il. THE OFFERED WORSHIP AC.- 
CEPTED AS AN OPPORTUNITY TO 
PRESENT THEIR MISSION. 


When the people saw what had been 
done they, true to their idolatrous 
ideas, believed that the gods had come 
down, and hurried to do them honor. 
The priest, knife in hand, is ready to 
slay the victim, when the apostles, 
rending their clothes in horror at the 
thought of such worship, rush among 
the frantic crowd, staying the uplifted 
knife, and with word and gesture re- 
pelling the thoughts of the wicked 
idolaters and pointing them to the true 
God and source of the miracle. For 
the time they could have been heroes, 
but chose rather to be useful, and in 
a brief discourse the people are point- 
ed to a higher life. 1. He refers to God 
asaliving God. This is in contrast 
with their idols. 2. As the God of 
nature. When Paul would speak to 
the Jews he referred to the Old Testa- 
ment, but this people knew nothing of 
it, and hence he refers to nature. 3. 
That whatsoever concerns the happiness 
of man in this life is wholly derived 
from God. 4. That there is no nation or 
person to whom God does not extend his 
goodness. 5. That nature’s manifesta- 
tions are witnesses of his goodness. And 
thus they sought to direct their minds 
to the true and living God. That 
nature bears testimony to its Creator 
is too evident to be questioned. When 
Napoleon was voyaging over the 
Mediterranean Sea, returning from the 
Egyptian campaign, a group of French 
officers were one night discussing the 
existence of God. They came to 
Napoleon, who was standing alone 
wrapped in thought. On hearing the 
question, ‘‘Is there a God?” he raised 
his hand, and, pointing to the starry 
heavens, said, ‘‘Gentlemen, who made 


all that?” 
II. THE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN 
THE WORLD ANP CHRISTIANITY. 


The world and its religions are 
powerless to help this poor, unfortu- 
nate beggar, but Christianity not only 
comes with a desire to help, but with 
power to help; and they that received 
the benefit and were so willing to be- 
stow honor, soon turn in ingratitude 
to the bitterest persecution. Chris- 
tianity is the true friend of the help- 
less, not only to helpless bodies, but 
helpless souls. 

IV. THEIR RETURN. 

1. They returned only when their 
work was done. 2. They returned 
through the same cities through which 
they had gone. Danger and death 
were in their way, but they faltered 
not. 3. They were busy on their re- 
turn, confirming and exhorting the 
disciples.
